Legal difliculties have been thrown in the 
way of the execution of their wills, it is 
melancholy to reflect how many good in- 
tentions and liberal purposes are entirely 
frustrated by being transferred for exe- 
cution from the heart and soul in which 
they originated, to the hands of executors 
and administrators, loo often controlled by 
distant and unscrupulous heirs ! If this So- 1 
ciety could at once obtain possession of all j 
the legacies to which itisjustly entitled, but j 
which are kept from it by legal quibbles j 
and endless lawsuits, it would be able at ', 
once to make all the necessary improve- j 
ments in Liberia, and build a first cla.ss i 
steamer to run as a regular transport i 
vessel !

In (several instances, bequests have been 
made to the Socie:y for the special use and 
benefit of the slaves liberated by will, in 
such manner that \ve were obliged to pay 
them the money wlien they had embarked 
for Liberia, or to purchase with it such 
articles as were indispensable to their out- 
fit ; but we weri iiot allowed to u.se any 
of it for the expenses of their passage to, 
and support six months in, Liberia. In 
other cases, moneys have been committed 
to our charge by the donors or executor 
to be forwarded to their friends, or persons 
to whom it belonged in Liberia. From 
these sources there came into our 
treasury the past year, three thousand 
three hundred and eighty-six dollars E=;id 
fifty-six cents.

On their arrival in Liberia, these .seven 
hundred and eighty-three emigrants have 
been pretty eqiudly distributed between 
the three counties, Mesurado, Bassa, and 
Sinou. At tiie date of our last advices 
they were prospering encouragingly, hav- 
ing became contented and happy citizens 
of Liberia. 

The larger part of those who went to 
Bassa County were located at the new 
s*?tilement, at the •'Cove," near the site of 
the old native village which was called 
**Fi8htown." Tiiis is considered one of 
*he most ini{torianl points on the coast. 
The anchorage for vessels is good, and 
boats can reach the shore and land, without 
the necessity of crossing the bar. Our for- 
mer attempt to make a location here, was 
frustra|ed, by the Grand'? war--the natives

our settlerf. The present effort has, we 
arp, happy to say, been more successful. 
The natives have all been entirely Tnoffen- 
sive, and many of them very friendly. A | 
number of the old inhabitants of the coun- 1 
tv, induced by its advantafi-es for all | 
comTtiercial enterprises, have removed | 
t(. and taken up their permanent resi-! 
dence in this place. Onr agent, Mr. | 
Benson, ha6 exerted himself to the utmost, | 
10 provide comfortable accommodations 
for the newly arrived emigrants. The sa w 
mill is doing a good business. Improve- 
■nent is manifest all around. Bishop 
Payne of Cape Paimas, has lately visited 
Bassa county to make arrangements for 
a missionary station of the Episcopal 
Church. He expressed himself delighted 
with the general appearance of the settle- 
menis, and he has determined to make the 
new settlement the head-quarters of their 
iipfrutions, and has selected a lot in the 
village and made arrangements for erecting 
s suitable building upon it. This move- 
ment will be a great benefit to that county, 
and should and will be encouraged in 
«very possible manner. 

Liberia has now a civilized population 
of iibout ten thomand^ and a native popula- 
tion of upwards ot two hundred thousand. 
The field for missionary labor is extreme- 
ly promising, and all well directed efforts 
will reap a bountiful harvest. 

In Sinou county, increased attention has 
b*en given to the C4altiva|joii of the soil, 
and particuliTirly to planting coffee trees. 
Many new and 'mbstantial buildings have 
been erected, and a general spirit of enter- j 
prise prevails. 

In Mesurado county there has been 
wuch improvement. Many brick houses 
Slave been erected in the vai'ious settlements. 

The ontire history of Liberia for the 
f ast year has been such as should encour- 



age us to push forward in the work of 
Colonization. Peace has prevailed between 
the Government and the native tribes. 
The churches have been well attended. 
The number of schools has been increased, 
and themeane of doing good extended. 

"The great law of progress," as Bishop 
Scott in his late report of his rlsit to Li- 
beria says, not entirely dorinant in Li- 
beria. She is advancing in most, I think 
1 m>ay say, in all respects. Liberia as it 
is, is not exactly the same thing it was at 
any peritfd you may select in itn past 
history. Her course is onward. Even 
the « Sketches of Liberia,* so truthful and 
reliable in its details, that every one, who 
wishes to know what Liberia is, ought to 
read it with careful attention, nevertheless 
needs an appendix io adjust it, to the pres- 
ent state of the country. Their course is 
onward, and their future is becoming day 
by day more and more hopeful. Their 
triumph thus far over extraordinary diffi- 
culties insures the promise that the diffi- 
culties yet remaining will in time be over- 
come, mid that Liberia will yet stand forth 
rich in all the elements of 9, great na- 



tion. 
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Corpmander Lynch, to whom allusion 
was made in our last Annual Report, visi- 
ted Liberia and having spent some time on 
the Coast, returned to the United States, 
well pleased with what be saw, and has 
prepared a report for the Navy Depart* 
ment, which has been sent into Congress, 
and will shortly be published. 

The ccfsimerc^ vnth Liberia is increas- 
ing. The fact has been clearly demonstr&-> 
ted that this Young Republic, weak an* 
feeble though it now is, wiU hereafter 
direct and control to a va«t extent the 
commerce of the Western Cosjit of Afjrica. 
The natural wealth and the commercial 
resources of that immense tract of country 
lying interior of Liberia will find their 
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way out through her ports. As the na- 
Mve.s rise in the scale of heirig and appre- 
ciate the blessings, and feel the wants 
ooRsequent upon civilisation, they will 
through the smxe channel obtain the pro- 
ducts of other countries, and the manufac- 
tured articles indispen3ab|,e to their com- 
fort. So that it is quite evident that what- 
ever the foreign commerce of Western Af- 
rica may be, Liberia will control it. Her 
position on the Coast, and her relations 
with foreign nations, necessarily confer 
upon her this advantage. The indepen- 
dence of Liberia having been formally, 
honorably acknowledged by five of the 
leading Governments of the world, Eng- 
land, France, Prussia, Belgium and Brazil, 
she is fairly entitled and has tlie pov/er to 
torm treaties and establish international 
relations which shall regulate the trade 
between her vast interior and the markets 
of the world. 

jftlready has this state of things, this 
field for commercial enterprise, attracted 
fche attention of England. She has estab- 
lished a monthly line of steamers, which 
touch at Liberia. She has four Steam- 
ships on the line, the forerunner of 400 
ions, the Faith, of 900 tons. Hope, of 900 
tons, and Charity, of i,000 tons. These 
namfeS: are appropriate and significant! 
The following extracts ffom a letter just 
ifeceived from CoHif?i«)j(/er it(((W, U S N., 
dated Frigate Constitution, August 20, 
1853, off Monrovia, will show tliat these 
steamers are doing a heavy business : ««1 
inclose you a paper giving the route of the 
English steamers on this Coast. They 
are doing a first rate business, running full 
of freight both ways, and of coarse cutting 
up our trade very much, and I believe in 
two years theyr.will get all of it! Steam 
is the only thing on this Coast, Sail 
vessels are far behind the as.e." '' 

Another lin^- oi' British Siearners is about 
16 be eitiaried, or has already been started 



1 from Liverpool. The first vessel wffe to 
!j sail in October last. This new line ia 
ij owned by private individuals, and is entire- 
ly independent of the Government,. 

The English Government, with a wise 
reference to .the extension of hi^r com- 
merce on that Coast, admits tamwood and 
Palm oil and its other great staple, com- 
modities, free of duty. — Consequently the 
English trader can always g:ve a higher 
price for them than the American can! 
The Liberia merchant order by the 
British steamers whatev ods he ivaiits 
from London and Liver|.ool, and have 
them in his store in six or eight weeks after 
the order is issued -.--while to obtain the like 
goods frorn any American port, requires 
about the same number of monihs ! 

Under these circumstances, it is not to 
ii be wondered at that Brllish commerce is 
increasing on that coast with unexampled 
rapidity, and that »^.'.»ierica?i commerce h\s 
to struggle hard — even to maintain its 
present limited existence! 

England may be bold, she may be 
grasping and vigilant in her efforts to 
spread her commerce abroad over the face 
of the whole earth! Who can blame her. 
I Is it not Avell that she should extend civil- 
ized customs of trade and christian com- 
mei'Ce along that coast once covered with 
ji nothing but the barbarous traffic in human 
ji blood ? There is a tremendous niorai 
power in 'jommerce, which tends to lift up 
j the fallen, to tame the savage, and civilize 
j arid humanize ';he barbarous. Liberia has 
I on her hands, in^this respect, a work so 
^ mighty as to demand from other nations 
! all possible encouragetnent and assistance ! 
I For many years she struggled for a mere 
I existence, surrounded by savnge enemies, 
I without the pov,-er or rnean:9 to regulate 
commerce — at length, but tremblingly, she 
became, and declared herself "to be, an in- 
dependent nation. England nobly came 
forward with the courtesies of recogtiition, 
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and welcomed her into the family of na- 1 
tions ! France soon followed — then Prus- 
sia, Belgium, and Brazil ! England and 
France have, from time to time, compli- 
iiic-iited her in the most marked and dis- 
linguished manner! 

And yet the harbors and ports of Libe- 
ria for a distance of some seven hundred 
miles along the coast are open alike to 
British steamei'f,, French merchantmen, 
and American traders. Her palm oil, her 
cannvood, her coffee, and her spices, and 
all tiie rich productions of her si^anny 
dime, she is ready to exchange for the 
produces and manufactures of all other 
countries on equal Unns. Thus far Libe- 
ri;i has shown no favoritism—rhas exer- 
cised no selfish partiality. Her treaties of 
cniiir^ierce with England and France give 
them no advantage whatever over the Uni- 
ted States of America ! In all the corn- 
iiiercia! relations into which Liberia has 
entered thus far, she has kept the field 
v.idfc open to all, giving peculiar advan- 
l i^'iv: t(> Doue, This surely is all that the 
UiU'cd S^tatea can ask, or that we h«d a j 
nzlii to expect. But suppose now that 
those nations which have acknowledged 
l;;;r independence, should endeavor to ob- 
win for themselves the privilege of intro- 
ducing their manufactared articles free of 
diUu, and the exclusive right to trade in 
camwood and palm oil, who else could 
complain? If any othei- governments 
have neglected to impi'ove the opportuni- 
ues which the existence of Liberia has 
presented to them, is there not ground to 
apprehend that they may be uitimate»y de- 
prived of advantages v/hich they might 
'Jiherwise have secured ? 

Liberia is in a certain sense the child of 
the United States. Its origin and histo- 
ry are unlike those of any other gove.-n- 
meni on the face of the earth. Humanity 
'lid hencvolence itaderlie it hg n broad 



and firm foundation. It v/as undertaken 
in christian charity, having in view the 
relief and elevation of a race who were 
outcasts from government and country.— 
By private contributions means were pro- 
vided, in our own country, to take from 
among us those who had neither social 
nor political relationau transport then^ to 
the land of their fathers, plant and nur- 
ture them there, until they shoujfi deveic^p 
nerve and skill enough to perform all the' 
functions of self-government in a manner 
adequate to their necessities and creditable 
among the nations. This great work was 
accomplished in the most quiet and peace- 
ful way. No man 's rights were molested ; 
no governmental prerogatives were inter- 
fered with, and no violence Wtis done to 
the welfare of society. Private enterprise, 

supported by christian charity, began and 
completed the great endeavor! And there 
Liberia stands, and has stood for the last 
six y^sirs, n free and independent Repub- 
lic — a bright gem set upon the dark 
ground of a vast continent — with some two 
hundred thousand citizens—exercising an 
undisputed dominion over some aevei^ 
hundred miles of sea-coast, extending a 
considerable distance interior — under a re- 
publican form of government— with a 
written constitution similar in many res- 
pects to our own ; the first and the only 
free government upon the continent of Af- 
rica. 

Thus situated, she asks, with all dignity 
and respect, a recognition at the hands of 
the United Stales Government. She ac- 
knowledges with gratitude her (Obligations to 
the benevolent regards of our citizens, 
through whom she obtained a fair, field 
for self-exertion, in which she niight de- 
velop her ov/n native powers. She is ready 
to extend to us all Jhe advantages of trade 
which she can legally bestovv'. To secure 
these advantages, we must put ourselv^'w

in a right posit'on we must form com- 
mercial reialions witli her ; wc musi pro- 
tect cur cotrimerce on that coast, and find 
a market there for some of our staple pro- 
ductions and many of our manufactures. 
In order to achieve this imnnri2nt reouli, 
the first hfep is to acknowledge the nation- 
ality of Liber'a and extend to her our offi- 
cial approbation, 

It is not OS a mere matter uf ;form, for 
self-gratulation, or from a vain conceit, 
that Liberia desires thus to be recognized. 
The moral effect of such recognition v/ould 
be of immense advantage to her. The 
public expression of our approbation of 
her endeavor to maintain a republican gov- 
ernment in A^friea, of our confidence in her 
strength and our faith in her ability to do 
it, would greatly benefit her in all her com- j 
merc'al and national relations, it would i 
more than any thing else operate upon ihe | 
free colored people in our country, and in- 
duce them to seek there a home and a na^ 
cionality for them^jelves and their children. 
Let them know by this act of our govern- 
ment that ilie country, to which we desire 
ihem to emigrate, has an honorable name 
and an acknowledged place among the 
most (jjvored nations, that the institutions 
of that country are respected by the great 
[lowers of the earth — that its welfare is 
desired— that its commerce ia valuable and 
si)ught after — th».f its productions are rich 
and abundant — that money may be madie 
there and fortunes accumulated—and social 
and public position be honorably ob- 
tained -thtu will they begin to appreciate 
their true i merest ; and so sure as the 
magnet turns to the pole, will they turn 
ilieir faces tn that land of promise ! Then 
will brighterprospectsand broader prosper- 
ity open before Liberia. Then will she 
aain new strength of bead and heart, arrd 
of uil the meatis and apphances <ff civiliza- 
liun and chri3ti».miy, which wjU enable her 



to strike forward in the career of splendid 
achievement to which she is consecrated! 

"VVe would ^ therefore call upon all who 
love and long for the spread of civilizatiOiM 
and the triumph of christiar.rty^and who 
Uudy the peace and seek the enlargcid 
prosperity of our own beloved country, to 
open their eyes and behold the indicationsof 
Providence, and extend to this eatiterprise a 
helping hand, and all necessary practical 
co-operation ! 

The present resources of the Society are 
entirely inadequate to the work on hand. 
The time has now arrived, when extensive 
improvements must be made, for the more 
comfortable accommodation of ouriiewly 
arrived emigrants iti Liberia. Our present 
house-room for them for the six moitchs of 
their acclimation is insufficient. When 
we sent but four^or five hundred a year, it 
was /adequate — but now when we are urged 
to send a thousand or twelve hundr.td, it 
is not. 

To accommodate the increasing numbers 
who desire to emigrate, enlarged resourcea 
and increased facilities are demanded. 
The present high price of provisions, is a 
strong argument in favor of making quick 
voyages. But with the best of sailing 
vessels we cannot reasonably calculate 
upon landing our emigrants in Liberia in 
less than thirty-five days, as an average. 
Why then should not one vigorous eiTort 
be made to place at tJiie control of the So- 
ciety a itrst class steamer, built for the pur- 
pose, ca'j^able of carrying both freight and 
emigrants and of making four v'oyages a 
year ? The establishment of such a line 
of comriiunication with Liberia wotild 
mark an era in. the history of colonization, 
and would cause such a tide of emigration, 
as would astonish the world. Can such a 
line be established? This is a grand and 
practical question. We believe that ii 
can, and that the time will shortly come, 
if it is not already at hand, when it miicii 
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be. Our p!an of opemtions is very simple, | 
and we believ^^ entirely legitimate. Let \ 
the United States Government give to this | 
Society a mail contract^ to carry the mail ■ 
four times a year from the 0 niied States to j 
Liberia and back again, on the same geri- { 
erous terms wliich are allowed for carrying ; 
it to other parts of the world ! Then by j 
one grand effort among the wealthy and ,i 
devoted friends of colonization all over the \ 
country, we cin raise the means to build 
and equip a steamship, suited in all and 
every respect for this peculiar service. 

Apart from ifi^ia, we can see but one 
other plan which is feasible. That is, for 
the Secretary of the Navy to be authorized 
to detail a Governmej^it Steamer for this 
service, and let ker make four voyages a 
year, carrymgthe United States mail, and 
alRtrdiiig room for such emigrants as the 
Society may desire to send to Liberia ; 
the Society to find them on the passage, so 
ihut the Government would incur no other 
expense than is necessary to keep the ves- 
sel atloat, in any other service! 

ir one of these plans were adopted, 
most of the State governments, which 
have iioi^ aheady done it, -would sotm 
make appropriations sufficient to c'efray 
the exptiises of colonising their own Iree 
colored population. Tiien would the 
worls move oiiward in a manner somewhat ; 
correspondent with its m.Hgnitude! i 
But aside from these two schemes, we are | 
unable to discover any means, at ptesent, 
of estiibiishing a regular steamship com- 
munication. Private enterprise was inad- 
equate to esttiblish the first line of British 
Kieamers to Africa, without some aid from ; 
government. The same difficulty was 
felt in opening all the lines of steamships 
■vvhich are now extending our commerce 
and spreading the glory of the country 
over every sea ! The aid and encouriige- 
ment of the government set them a:!loat. — 
If this same assistance is to be granted to ; 



anybody to enable them to open steam 
communication with Africa, it seems but 
right and fair thai it should be granted 
to this Sociely, in prefereitce to any private 
individual or incorporated company. — 
This Society has labored long and faithful- 
ly to plant the, foundations of government 
and sow the seeds of commerce on that 
coast. With whatauccess fehe has laborM 
let facts and a candid world decide. If 
by her efforts in this directipr» she has 
brought honor and advantage lo the nation; 
if she has opened new stHirces of wes^lth 
to our ciiizens, and new fields for the ex- 
tension and increase of American com- 
merce, then surely she is entitled to aJiy col- 
lateral advantages which it may be m the 
power of our government to bestow, while 
prosecuting her owli legitimate enterprises 
in that direction. If any advantage is to 
accrue to anybody for carrying the United 
States mails to Liberia, this Society is by 
all fair and honorable considerations en- 
tilled to it, to enable it to carry on the 
v/ork of colonization with increased vigor. 

Here then for the present we leave the 
subject. Ai}d here we are content to leave 
it. It is possible we are too sanguine in 
our hopes in respect to the aid and en- 
couragement expected from our Govern- 
ment. It may be, that we shall still be 
called upon to labor and struggle on in the 
same quiet, unpretending way to which 
we have become so accustomed. In that 
case, we shall not despond, but the rather 
thank God, and take courage, Ethiopia 
j shall yet be glorious in prosperity and her 
sons and her daughters happy and inde- 
pendent. On those fertile plains, along 
those gentle strea&s, and among those 
goldeh sands, the children of Africa shall 
yet stand up disenthralled and christianized, 
and sing their christian jubilee t TheVi 
shall it be Been that our iabor haa not 
been in vain — that oaj-. patience and per 
j severance, have met their large rewarc|.

Colonization Rooms, 
Wmhmgtont Jan. 17, 1854. 

The Board of Directdrs of the American 
Colonizatioti Society met January 17th, 
1854, at 12 M. 

After xjrayer by the Rev. Dr. Peters of 
Mass., on motion, the Jlev. John Mac- 
lean, D. D., of Princeton, N. J., was 
appointed Chairman, and Dr. D. Meredith 
Reese of New York, Secretary to the 
Board. 

Rev. J. B. Pinney, Rev. Joseph Tracy, 
and Rev. J. M« Pease, were appointed a 
Committee oif credentials. 

Rev. W. McLain, Secretary of the Soci- 
ety, read the minates of the last meeting 
of tlie Board, which, after verbal anjend- 
ment, were approved. 

The Committee on crsdentiale asked for 
instructions frbm the board as to the Gra- 
ham legacy of ^5,000 paid into the Trea- 
sury from New York, for the purposes of 
education in Liberia. On motion, they 
were instructed to recognise this sum as 
an additional basis of representation for 
the New York State Colonization Society, 
over and above the sum reported by the 
Riecording Secretary as such basis.

In re^;ard to 
ihisorgatiization, its Secretary, the itev. C, 
Lordj of iiladison, thus writes in a letter 
of November 23d, "I nm confident that 
" our Board will draw to it by degrees 
"many of the real friends of the Slave, 
'« and it m ly yet appear that the very first 
'*thi!ig done in Wisconsin, of real value 
'« to the poor black, was done through its 
"agency.", 

We suppose he refers to our system of 
circulariz'ation in that Slate, and our me- j 
morifti to the existing administration. 

We made no collections in either of 
those Stiites on those our .first visiti!, con- 
sidering it impolitic to alteiTipt to reap a

I enjoyed 
ah opportunity of addressing the Generai 
Baptij>! State Convention, at Atlanta, a 
body of from two to three hundred min- 
isters assembled from every part of that 
State, while I witnessed the deep impres- 
sion made upon this convention by the 
Rev. T. J. Bowtn, who after a residence of 
more than two years in the interior of 
Africa, had then but recently returned to 
report his discoveries and solicit the coun- 
tenance and aid of hia brethren.in the es-

nument miission^ii the kingdom of Yorri- 
ba. This truly apostolic man,, accompa- 
nied by his wife, and two other mission- 
jirirs with th?ir v.'ives, all U om the Srate 
of Georgia, have since entered npmx the 
chosen field of their labors in the interior of 
AfriuOo 

During the summer, I visited some of 
the more populous towns and cities of 
Western New York, njud made public ad- 
dresses in Albany, Troy, Rochester, Can- 
andaigua, Geneva, and Auburn. Subse- 
quently, I accepted an invitation to attend 
the annual raeetfng of the >^,ate Society of 
Vermont, in Montpelier, where much in- 
terest in the cause was expressed by a 
large congre{2;ation. In Burlington, Bran- 
don. Rudand and Bennington, highly res- 
pfctable congre;;'ations listened to stuie- 
fneats on the subject ; and from my own 
observations, as well as from the testimony 
of the officers of the Vermont Society, and 
0? their able and efficient agent, the Rev. 
Wm. jVIitchell, 1 cannot doubt that con- 
fidence in the cause of this institution and 
dispositions generously to susUiin it are 
rapidly gaining strength among all classes 
of the population of this small but vigorous 
and heroic state. 

In Hartford, Connecticut, f ppenta Sab- 
hath, and found n large congregation in 
the evening, disposed to listen to a dis- 
course on the subject of African Coloniza- 
tion and iMissions. Through the faithful 
ami successful Labors of the Rev. Mr. 
Orcult. a very general aiid liberal interest 
has been excited in favor of the enterprize 
throughout that State. 

By invitation of Dr. Goble and several 
(listinguished friends of the Society, I re- 
cently visited Nov/ Jersey, and addressed 
congregations in Jersey City, Newark, 
Bloomfield and New Bruiisv/ick, while 
the last week I attended the annual meet- 
ing of the State Colonization Society at 
Trenton, over which the Governor pre- 
sided, and which was honored by the pres- 
ence of many of the mei^bers of the State 
Legislature. This State is proudly distin- 
guished as the birthplace of the venerable 
founder of the Society, and of its first Sec- 
retary, as the home of its Histortiinj ;ind 
oi that gallant naval officer, who first ob- 
tained a f^:)dthold for. liberty and unfurled 
her flag upon the African shore. Her cit- 
izens have shown an ardent attachment to 
the Society, and by the purchase of a fine 
tract of upland country have indicated 
their purpose to open al! its great advan- 
tages to the colored population within their 
limits. It will occur to the honorable 



Board of Directors, that owing to the oc- 
cupation of the fields, which have been 
visited, by State Societies and local agents, 
the writer found but few opportunities for 
direct elforts to raise funds, yet the very 
absence from attempts to call forth conin- 
butions, may have left the minds of those 
addressed more open to conviction, and 
prepared the way for future and gene,ro\is 
dpniations. 

To unite the friend'^ of the colored race 
in all the State*-; of this Utiion, and our 
brethren throughout chrisirmdom, in ear- 
nest and judicious measures to establish 
and build up pjie or more free christiaji 
States of the descendants of Africa, on the 
principles embodied in the constitution of 
Liberia, as means and agencies for the 
deliverance and civili'/ation of Africa is the 
great work of this Society, As this is a 
work of the highest beneficence, the vol- 
untary principle .should mark aH Us oper- 
ati ons, which should be conducted with 
exact justice, and charity unfeigned. 1 
respectfully suggest that in future efTorts 
for the exploration of Africa, special appli- 
cation be made for aid to the Government 
of Liberia. The cit^ens of that Repub- 
lic, accustomed to the climate and famihar 
wiih the dispositions and habits of the 
native tribes are well qualified to co-oper- 
ate, if .not to take the le?>d, in such an en- 
terprize. The Society of New Jersey has 
recommended the establishment of a set- 
tlement on the elevated district of ihe inte" 
rior purchased by contributions from that 
State, and that the principal town of this 
district should bear the great name of the 
venerated founder of this Society. Would 
jt tiot be well to appropriate to this object, 
and to other improvements in Liberia a 
definite sum (say ten thousand dollars) on 
condition that the authorities of Liberia 
dedicate an equal amount to the same 
objects? 

Having received, recently, several inter- 
esting and encouraging letters from Libe- 
ria, and having examined sotne others* 
receivi^d at the office of the Society, it hag 
occurred to me, that the publication in 
jjaraphlet lorm, of the most valuable of 
these letters, with ethers received by other 
individuals or Societies, for gratuitous ilis' 
tribution, would be of specigj advantage to 
the cause. To enlighten the minds of our 
free colored people in regard to Liberia is 
of high importance, since to such of them 
ns may engage in our enterprize will be- 
long, pre-eminently, the advantages and 
honors of African Colonization, i trust 
we shall never cease to invoke the aid of 
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'he State Legislatures and of tiie natioiial 
Governmenl, ar.cl i ut->;~ leave to conclude 
this brief letter with the sentences with, 
which on my return from Liberia, three 
years ogo, i concluded my report to the 
Hon. Secretary of State. 

"From the preiicnce of our squadron on 
the African Coaf;<^ benefits uoubtleKs ac- 
crue both to Liberia and to our own com- 
merce ; but I may be permitted in the con- 
cKision of this report, to avow the opiiiion 
that a recognition by tlje Government of 
the United States of *.he independetice of 
the Republic of Liberia, and an appropri- 
ation of fifty thousand dollars a year for 
ten years, to enable that Republic to carry 
out the principles of its constitution, for 
the happiness of those who from tius 
country are seeking a home upon ittj soil ; 
for the suppression of the slave trade ; and 
the civilization of Africa, would be in har- 
mony with the character and sentiments of 
this nation, and give stability, progress ;tnd 
riumpTi to liberty and Christianity on the 
African shore."

When the colony declared itself irtde- 
pcfident in 1847, the Society was relieved 
from its political functions aa a colonial 
iegislature. But an increasing emigration, 
greater pecuniary wants, more exten.sive 
relutions with every pdrt of the Union, 
had, by this time, greatly multiplied the 
duties of the executive committee, to 
which the constitution confides exclusively 
the bn>:ines3 of the Society. Thus, in 
1847, the yem* of independence, but ]29 
emigrants sailed for Liberia. In 1848 the 
number was 443 ; in 1849 it was 422 ; in 
1850 it rose to 507 ; in 1851 to 676 ; in 
1862 it was 666, and hi the year just ended 
it ha;s been 782. At no time, therefore, 
since the organization of the society, has 
there been more occasion for active and 
incessant exertion in its afiairs, than at 
present.

The grea^'fer task that ha^ often been 
assigned to the Society, of removing, wiih 
its resources, the entire free colored popula- 
tion of the United States, swelling in num- 
bers annually, from emancipation and 
natural increase, may be admitted to 
beyond the amplest means thsft can reason- 
ably be expected to fall from any (quarter 
inU) the trciiKUiy of ihe Soeiel}' ; uttt io 
what hns been already suggested as its 
appropriate function, — the preparation of 
a home, to which a voluntary emigration, 
aided in the beginning, but self-paying iu 
the end, may remove the population in 
question, — it may hopefully address it.self. 
To this end, the sources of aid heretofore 
rehed upon have been congress, the states 
and individuals. 

Congress, thus far, has made no dii-ect 
pecuniary contribution ; but it ^las in 
other ways rendered valuable assistance^.

Here, in 
America, there have been cases, where 
emigrants have been sent back to the old 
world to countries far niore powerful, 
tJioiigh not more indep^^ndent than Liberia; 
and should Liberia, though from differ- 
ent motives^ choose to follow our example, 
snaking her interest pay tribute to offended

iiatiiiv.ous, can gain nothing fmt credit, by 
acknowledging that, fornndly, which i;* 
being practically recognii:ed every day. 
Let tiio^e wdio rule in the Gapilol have no 
doubt upon the subject. The country— 
the whole counlry — will uphold them in 
the act. 

And nof only yhoi>ld iliis recognition 
take place, as a matter of ])ublic policy, 
none the le.-s-s proper Isecause it j)romoiesa 
great philanthropy, but a mail service by 
steamers siiould l>e provided, in view of 
the commerce wiiich the UJiited States havf- 
on the coa.st, and 'the squadron that they 
maintuiij there, — the vef^sel.v taking the 
western Islands and A'Ladeira on their pas- 
sage out, and running dov/a the ooasr, Irom 
Cape Verde, making an oinng from Cape 
Palrnus, so aa to strike the trade winds and 
return betore th^m to this country via the 
West Intiiic-s.

Colonization has thus, been likened to 
the child of many fathers, wkh friends ail 
round, but with no one willing to assinae 
its oxcUisive maintfiiiance : snd in's, toa 
certain extent, has been true : and its otily 
apology, if one is needed, for such a 
pareiitMge, is, that , without it, it would 
never have existed at all; and if a meagre 
nurture and sorry raiment have at alt re- 
tarded its growth or impaired lis comeli- 
ness, the fault has been with the parents, 
while the misfortune hag rested upon the 
oOspring. But, perhap?, it m'\y be all (he 
longer-lived, for not havlng-had precocity 
forced upon it by a greater liberality on the 
part of those who have the responsibility 
of its existence. 

So far as the Society itself is affected l)y 
the variety of the motives that exist for 
advocating the cause, it is uninfluenced by 
any of them. Its work is the removal ot' 
emigrants, not the discussion of the-motives 
for emigration.

those words in the preamble, and in the 
clause to which reference has been Biade,, 
ia this, that th^ are in the first a recital 
of the motives v^hich indtaced the peo- 
ple of the States to ratify the Constitu- 
tion—and ia the clause, they recognized 
it as a grant of power for which national 
revenue mi^ht be raised and applied. — 
But there is to be found an analogous 
practice in the legislation of this Govern- 
ment, which has no other constitutional 
authority than such as have been men- 
tioned, to shew how its powers may be 
used to colpnize owr free people of color 
in Africa, I mean tXie colonization of the" 
Indian tnbea. Have not those tribes 
from the beginning of the National Gov- 
ernment been eolonized? Except in the 
ciause to regulate commerce with the 
Indian tribes, and in that which ap- 
portions the representation of the States m 
Congress, the word Indian is not to be 
found in the Constitution. ^ But as the 
Indian tribes, whether within, or beyond 
the territorial limits of the States, were can- 
sidered by us, (as they have been by all the 
nations of Europe which colonized any, part 
of the American continent) as mdependent 
nations, with a right of occupancy of their 
lands, but without the power to sell them, 
unless permitted to do so, by the sovereignty 
within whose territorial limits their lands 
were; they have been brought within the 
treaty-making powfer to get from them 
cessions of their lands, and when they were 
made ; within that policy of the general 
welfare of the United States, which for 
our interest and their owh, required 
that they should removed at the 
cost of the United States. The Federal 
Sovernment made a compact with the 
State of Georgia, to buy from the In- 
dians in Georgia, their right of occupancy 
to their unceded lands in that State, with 
an obligation to remove them from the 
State, when tlie purchase could be made. 
It has been done. A treaty was made in 
1828j with the Cherokee Indians west of 
^e Mississippi, to coloniz£( them at the 
cost of the United States, in {mother part 
of Arkartsaa, than where th*/ were. — 
Eaton and Coffee's treaty with the Min- 
go*s and the warriors of tha Choctaw

Nation, provided for the rembi'alof thetn 
at the cost of the United States. General 
Cass afterwards made a treaty with the 
Cr<jek Indians for the cession of all of 
their lands east of the Mississippi, with 
a stipulation that they would be removed 
to the west of it at the expense of the 
United States. 

In the year 1834, Congress passed an 
act designating territory in the United 
States to which the Indians might be 
removed, declanng that it should always 
thereafter be deemed the Indian coantiy. 
Several tribes are now there under the 
protection of this Government, with the 
promise that the humane policy of tb(S 
Government will be illustrated by their 
civilization. If any one wishes to see that 
policy about to be further carriied out, it 
will be found in the very interesting rep6n 
of Mr, Manypeny, the present efficient 
Commissioner of the Indians affairs, ac- 
companying the message of the President 
to this Congress. 

If then the Congress of the United 
States has made appropriations of monef 
to remove and colonize Indians and Afri- 
cans, the Constitutional powers es^erted for 
doing 30, apply equally in favor of ap- 
propriations of money to aid in removing 
and colonizing our free people of color 
whenever Congress shall think it nation- 
ally expedient to make them. This must 
be so, unless the Government's power to 
I colonize, is particuleu* as to personsi and 
I not general. If any one snail say so, 
to exclude the free man of Afn<StLn ori- 
gin from the bene&t of the powers, he 
interpolates into the Constit42tion an ex- 
ception which is not there, and will ex- 
clude himself from that class, which has 
hitherto guarded that sacred instrument, 
I by giving it a rational and limited 
interpretation in opposition to those whose 
tendency has been to give to it legislative 
ability in cases where the power has not 
been delegated to the United Stated by 
the Constitution^ or when powers have 
bgen asserted by the Legislation 6f the 
United States, which were reserved to the 
States respectively or the people, 
I Mr. President : — My object in all that 
I have said concerning the po'^ver of Ihe 
Federal Government, has been constitu- 
tionally to aid this Society in colonizing 
our free persons of color, and to present 
the claims of Liberia to the intelligent 
consideration of our legislators. A few 
more words at this late hour, and I shall 
t be done. 

' The Colonization of our free persons 
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of color 18 not a local interest. It is na- ji 
tional, because they are in every Slate of ii 
this Union in a hopeless condition of infer- j| 
iority,without any possibility that they can jl 
be made partakers of the political and civil |i 
institutions of the States, or of those of 
the United States. They number now 
more than four hundred and fifty thousand. 
A larger number than all of the Indians 
within our limits. Their numbers will 
increase, from emancipation beyond that 
of a natural production, though that will 
not be less than it has been. Such a caste, 
without civil privileges, implies discontent 
and hostility. Whether the last shall be 
80 or not, it will be thought to be so, and 
the restraints upon them, will be multipli- 
ed. They have seen, sir, and are here 
enjoying their be.st day in the United Slates, 
The natural increase of our white popula» 
tion, the additions to it already by emi- 
gration from Europe and such as are 
surely to follow, even in larger numbers 
than have yet come, will drive them into 
the most degraded offices of civilized life 
if not from employment of every kind. 
The object of the Society is to place them 
out of the reach of such a result. Its 
designation is the American Society for 
colonizing the free people of color of the 
United States. Its object, as it is express- 
ed in its Constitution, is to colonize them 
v.'ith their consent, in Africa or such other 
place as Congress shall deem most expe- 
dient, and to act in co-operation with the 
general Government and such of the States 
as may adopt regulations upon the sub- 
ject. The South and Southwestern States 
where slavery is a part of their domestic 
condition, are not more interested in 
this matter, than the real of the Union, 
except as they may give larger numbers 
to be sent to Africa. The mconvenien- 
cea and interferences of emancipated col- 
ored persons in them, they can coiitroL 
But their philanthropy makes them wish 
to avoid the use of their poVer, and they 
look to this Society and to the Federal 
Government to aid them in making th&t 
philanthropy efficient. 
The condition of the Southern States in 



this matter, and in every other concerning 
them, in any event, is one of strength and 
not of weakness. Commandivig as they 
do by their products a large portion of 
the world's industry and its interests, with* 
out any cause for apprehending that it will 
be less and with every reason for believ- 
ing that it will be larger, they have as 
strong a bond of union between them as 
any which unites the same population in 
any part of the world. Let come what 
may, they ha\% confidence in their future. 
They know that their coasts may be pillag- 
ed but that their interior cannot be suc- 
cessfully assailed. Abounding in every 
thing which in ordinary times can be en- 
joyed and sufficient for any exigency 
which may happen, they feel that they are 
secure. 

But they do not wish to rely upon such 
considerations, and they do not indulge 
them, remembering the old times of 
their fathers; in every part of this land, 
and that God strengthened them together, 
to escape from a common tyranny. Their 
heart's wish is to enjoy the blessings given 
to our nation in patriotic fraternity. 
Prompted too by a holier sentiment, our 
common Christianity and its influences 
upon their consciences and their practices, 
they think that a sufficient guaranty that 
their rule at home, will be regulated ac- 
cordingly. Unaffected in their sensibilities 
by either the exaggerations of fiction or 
the assaults of fanaticism, the^ have 
neither resentments to express nor con- 
tempt to bestow. Tli 'y are conservative 
too for this nation. I n:* e?: esses of un- 
chrisliavi and revolutionary innovation, 
have no countenance there, if they can 
not prevent them from being felt in other 
■ localities, they mean to prevent them from 
I becoming national. 

Standing- upon the good sense and 
strong sympathies of the American peo- 
ple, they hope for a long course of national 
cjuielude and happiness, confidently trust- 
ing whatever may affect our general 
welfare, that it will be under the guardian- 
ship of our National Constitution.
